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Summary of Contents 


Retail Trade in August (Page 461) 


The money value of sales reported for August, 
1936, was 7°4 per cent. greater than for August, 
1935, the increase being shared among all five areas. 
Sales of food and perishables rose by 88 per cent. 
and those of other merchandise by 5°7 per cent. 
Total sales in the first seven months of the trading 
year were 6°4 per cent. larger than in the same 
period of 1935. The index number for the month 
of August was 101, as compared with 115 for July, 
most of the ‘‘ summer sales ’’ being over and the 
fashion trades very quiet. Stocks at cost at the 
end of August, 1936, were 2°9 per cent. higher in 
value than at a year earlier. Employment was 2°5 
per cent. greater. 


Shipping Movement at United Kingdom Ports 
(Page 463) 


The net tonnage of the vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade that arrived at ports in the United 
Kingdom with cargo in August, 1936, was 9 per 
cent. more than in August, 1935, while arrivals in 
ballast were about the same as a year earlier; 
departures with cargo were 5:4 per cent, smaller, 
those in ballast 9:1 per cent. greater. The all-round 
increase in the coasting trade recorded for the first 
seven months of the year received a check in August, 
cargo movements showing a small decline; arrivals 
in ballast increased by 68 per cent. and departures 
by 76 per cent. 


Panama Canal Shipping Movement (Page 466) 


The British share of the total tonnage passing 
through the Canal in the year ended June 30, 1936, 
rose to 25°8 per cent., following the maintenance of 
the proportion at 23°9 per cent. in 1934-35 after a 
practically continuous decline from 30°5 per cent. in 
1927-28 to that level in 1933-34. On the other hand, 
the United States’ share in 1935-36 represents the 
lowest for that country’s flag in any year since 
1918-19. 


Economic Recovery in New Zealand (Page 468) 


Last year closed in an atmosphere of optimism, 
writes H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand, 
and for the future the prospects appear promising. 
The prosperity of the Dominion is closely dependent 
upon prosperity in the United Kingdom, and the 
recovery in the latter has already begun to make its 
effect felt in New Zealand. A demand for goods of 
higher quality is being encountered over a wide range 
of commodities. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 470) 


Compared with a year earlier the daily production 
of coal in July was larger in all the countries sur- 
veyed except Poland, bituminous output in the 
United States showing an increase of over 40 per 
cent. Belgium was the only country in which the 
daily production of pig iron was smaller, there being 
substantial increases in the United States and 
Germany, as in the United Kingdom. These three 
countries also recorded considerable increases in 
crude steel output, with small decreases in France 
and Belgium. 


East African Textile Imports (Page 475) 


Tabular statements show the quantities of cotton 
and rayon piece-goods imported into Kenya and 
Uganda from the various sources of supply during 
the first half of this and of last year, and into 
Zanzibar during the first seven months. 





Czechoslovak Foreign Trade (Page 478) 


Values of the principal commodities imported into 
and of those exported from Czechoslovakia during 
the first eight months of the present year are shown 
in comparison with figures for the corresponding 
period of last year. Both imports and exports were 
of greates total value than a year ago. 


Expert ond Import Prohibitions (Page 479) 

Lists are published of goods which are prohibited 
to be exported from or imported into the United 
Kingdom except under Board of Trade or Home 
Office licence. These lists cancel all similar ones 
issued before October 1.

RETAIL TRADE IN’ AUGUST 
COMPARISON OF 1936 WITH 1935 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is 
given on page 462 a table showing the relation of sales 
in August, 1936, to sales in the corresponding period 
of 1935. Index numberst showing the relation of 
certain sales in August, 1936, to average daily sales in 
1933 are given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of August, 1936, with those for the same date 
in 1935. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular 
at present report sales only, 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1935 and 1936 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report the number of days on which selling took 
place in their shops during the period to which their 
figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 1935 
sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with those 
of 1986, so far as length of period is concerned. 
Adjustments of this kind may be imperfect where -a 
return relates to the sales of a number of shops in 
different towns, but the error involved is not likely to 
affect the published figures. Corrections for such 
differences between August, 1935, and August, 1936, 
were fairly numerous, as the calendar month con- 
tained one selling day less in 1936 than in the pre- 
ceding year. 

It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year 
at least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing 
as a general expansion of sales in any district move- 
ments which are not representative of average 
operating results and which possibly reflect transfers 
of trade from established to newly-opened concerns. 
Once the new branch or department can report its 
own sales, not only for the month in the current year, 
but also for the same month a year earlier, the per- 
centage movements recorded should not be seriously 
affected, but as the first comparisons will be with a 
period of expanding sales the published statistics will 
have a favourable bias. Further, the difficulty of 
ensuring adequate representation of the smaller indi- 
vidual trader in these statistics must always be borne 
in mind, 


SALES 


CoMPARISON WITH TWELVE MontHs EARLIER 


August.—The money value of ‘sales reported for 
August, 1936, was 7:4 per cent, greater than that for 
August, 1985. An uneven but almost continuous

upward movement has now been in progress for three 
years and the level of sales in August, 1936, is approxi- 
mately 18 per cent. higher than in the same month 
of 1933. Increases in comparison with August, 1935, 
were recorded for all five districts, Suburban London 
leading with a percentage rise of 10-4 and Scotland 
showing the smallest advance with a rise of 3-9 per 
cent, 

Sales of food and perishables, amounting to about 
57 per cent. of the total value reported, were larger 
by 88 per cent, than a year ago. This increase, 
though smaller than that for July, exceeded the 
average for the earlier months of the trading year. 
The only decline (0°5 per cent.) was in Central and 
West End London, where the sample is peculiar in 
some respects. Sales expanded in the other districts 
by percentages ranging from 5:3 in Scotland to 10-9 in 
Suburban London, — 

Sales of other merchandise were 5-7 per cent. above 
the level of August, 1935. The corresponding figure 
for July was only 2°4 per cent., and the improvement 
for August was probably due in part to the more 
favourable weather conditions, though it may also 
partly be accounted for by the small percentage excess 
of August, 1935, sales (1°9) over those of August, 1934. 
All five districts shared in the advance, which was 
greatest in Suburban London (9:4 per cent.) and least 
in Scotland (1:1 per cent.). The fall in sales of piece- 
goods, which was resumed in July after a check in 
June, continued in August, when a decrease of 1:6 per 
cent. was recorded for Great Britain as a whole. Only 
the two London districts showed an improvement in 
this category, the increases being 2'4 per cent. for 
Central and West End London and 0:2 per cent. for 
Suburban London, both being due to larger sales of 
household goods. The decline in dress materials was 
less marked in Central and West End London than 
elsewhere. Other categories of merchandise which 


* were below the level of August, 1935, were men’s and 


boys’ wear (5-0 per cent.), for which decreases were 
recorded in all districts except Central and West End 
London, and sports and travel goods (3-9 per cent.), 
one of the categories most affected by the unsatisfac- 
tory weather experienced this summer. The largest 
increase for any category was 18:1 per cent. in respect 
of miscellaneous and unallocated sales, for which 
Suburban London showed the exceptionally high figure 
of 49°8 per cent. This category, however, is too 
heterogeneous to be exactly comparable from year to 
year, and its movement should not be regarded as 
having much significance. The fact that any sales 
of fuel reported are included in it accounts for part of 
its rise, as such sales were higher this year than last 
owing to colder weather. More important are the 
advances in boots and shoes (10°3 per cent.) and in 
women’s wear (91 per cent.), categories in which 
every district showed an improvement. The expan- 
sion in furnishing departments noted in July, when it 
amounted to 11:1 per cent., continued in August (7:4 
per cent.), sales being maintained in Scotland and 
increased in the four areas of England and Wales. 


February-August.—Total sales reported in the first 
seven months of the trading year exceeded those for 
the same period of 1935 by 64 per cent., the 
increase being 29 per cent. in Central and 
West End London and varying only from 6°0 to 74 
per cent. in the other areas. Food and perishable« 
continued to show a more pronounced rise (85 per 
cent.) than other merchandise (4:2 per cent.). Sales 
of sports and travel goods, as well as those of piece- 
goods, failed to reach their last year’s level. Among 
the remaining categories the increase was most notice- 
able in miscellaneous and unallocated goods (82 per 
cent.), hardware (6°7 per cent.), boots and shoes (5°9 
per cent.) and furnishing departments (5°5 per cent.).

AVERAGE Daity SALES In 19838=100 


The index numbers based on average daily sales for 
1933 show in each year since their inception a marked 
downward seasonal movement in August, especially 
for merchandise other than food and perishables. In 
1936 the August index for total sales was 101, 14 
points lower than that for July. There was consider- 
able variation in the districts, the August figure 
ranging from 71 in Central and West End London to 
112 in the South of England, and the fall from July 
being as little as 2 points in Scotland and as much as 
53 points in Central and West End London. The 
sample for the last-named area differs in some impor- 
tant respects from those for other areas, and the 
district itself has a special position as a shopping 
centre in some, but not all, categories, which renders 
it very sensitive to fashion and seasonal changes. 

For food and perishables the index was 116, one 
point higher than in July. There was a monthly rise 
in all three Provincial districts, but in Central and 
West End London the July figure was 103 and that for 
August 68, while in the Suburban area the index fell 
by 2 points to 115. The sample of food and perish- 
ables forms a smaller proportion as a whole in the 
inner London area than elsewhere and may perhaps 
be less representative. 

The index for other merchandise dropped from the 
July peak of 116 to 85 in August, when most of the 
“Summer Sales ’’ were over and the fashion trades 
were very quiet. The district in which the seasonal 
decline was most noticeable was Central and West 
End London, where the fall from July to August 
amounted to 57 points. The district variation in the 
August index numbers was between 71 and 94.

STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at cost was 2°9 per cent. 
higher at the end of August, 1936, than a year earlier.

All five areas shared in the advance, which ranged 
from 1-6 per cent. in Central and West End London 
to 3°9 per cent. in both the South of England and the 
North of England and Wales. A year ago the increage 
over 1934 was only 0°8 per cent. In August, 1936 
there was a rise of 5°5 per cent. in the value of stocks 
of food and perishables. This perhaps reflects rises in 
price to a greater extent than increases in bulk, ag 
owing to the rapid turnover, the increase in stocks 
required to meet a given advance in sales of food. 
stuffs is less than that needed for most other kinds of 
merchandise. Stocks of merchandise other than food 
and perishables were 2°7 per cent. above the level of 
August, 1985. All the main categories in this diy. 
sion showed larger stocks, the increase varying from 
0:1 per cent, for men’s and boys’ wear and furnishing 
departments to 5:1 per cent. for boots and shoes, 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in retail establishments furnishing this information 
was 2°5 per cent. greater at the end of August, 1936, 
than at the corresponding date in 1935. The improve. 
ment was general, all districts showing some increage 
both in the total and in the two over-lapping sub- 
divisions for which comparisons are given. Selling 
staffs expanded by 1:9 per cent. as a whole and the 
number of juveniles were greater by 11°6 per cent., 
the rise being most marked in Wales and the North of 
England (15°7 per cent.) and least in Suburban 
London (4°6 per cent.). The district variation in the 
total varied only between 2-4 and 3-0 per cent., except 
in Suburban London where the increase was only 05 
per cent. This area has for some time shown less 
expansion in employment than the other areas. It 
must, however, be remembered that the concerns 
furnishing information about employment are less 
numerous than those reporting sales.

18 MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN AUGUST 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during August, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 7,996,000 tons, or 663,000 tons 
Qper cent.) more than in August, 1935. This increase 
vas spread over most of the trading areas specified in 
the returns, being largest in respect of ‘‘ North 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’; this may be associated 
with increased imports of grain from Canada. Sub- 
stantially higher tonnages were also recorded for 
“East Africa, Persian Gulf, India ’’ and ‘‘ Northern 
f BEurope (Foreign).’’ Of the decreases recorded for 
these areas, the largest was in respect of ‘‘ Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries.’’ 
4s regards the nationalities of the vessels, British 
tonnage increased by 562,000 tons (13 per cent.), 
Norwegian by 23,000 tons (6 per cent.) and for ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities ’’ there was an increase of 163,000 tons 
(4 per cent.), shared mainly by Russian, Danish and 
Belgian tonnage. On the other hand, French tonnage 
thowed a decrease of 112,000 tons (29 per cent.), while 
Spanish tonnage, included with ‘‘ Other Nationali- 
ties,” also declined substantially. Of the total net 
tonnage that arrived with cargo in August, 1936, about 
fl per cent. was British, as against 58 per cent. in 
August, 1935.

Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of 
the vessels that departed during August, 1936, from 
ports at which they had loaded cargo for abroad 
amounted to 5,960,000 tons, or 341,000 tons (5:4 per 
cent.) less than in August, 1935. The decline affected 
most of the trading areas, being largest (170,000 tons, 
or 63 per cent.) in respect of ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries.’’ Other appreciable reduc- 
tions were recorded for ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries ’’’ and ‘‘ Eastern 
Asia and Islands in the Pacific.’’ The largest 
increase was from 1,404,000 tons to 1,488,000 tons in 
respect of ‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast.’’ As 
regards nationalities, British tonnage declined by 
313,000 tons (8 per cent.) as compared with August, 
1935, while a fall of 100,000 tons in the tonnage 
recorded under ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ was distributed 
mainly among Swedish, Spanish and Italian vessels. 
Both German and Dutch tonnages showed an increase 
of 8 per cent. over August of last year, the actual 
increases being 26,000 tons and 18,000 tons, respec- 
tively. The British share of the total net tonnage that 
departed with cargo declined from 64:5 per cent, in 
August, 1935, to 63 per cent. in August, 1936. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) during the month 
was 5,205,000 tons, or 432,000 tons (91 per cent.) 
more than in August, 1935. British tonnage was 
higher by 802,000 tons (11 per cent.), French by 
63,000 tons (39 per cent.) and Norwegian by 23,000 
tons (7 per cent.). The only appreciable decline 
occurred in Dutch tonnage—31,000 tons, or 10 per 
cent. The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
departed in ballast was 59 per cent. in August, 1936, 
as against 58 per cent. in August, 1935, while of the 
total British tonnage that departed, 45 per cent. was 
in ballast in the later and 41 per cent, in the earlier 
period.

PANAMA CANAL 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING: NATIONALITY 
OF VESSELS 


The Panama Canal was opened for commercial traffic 
in August, 1914, and particulars of the traffic through 
the Canal have been published periodically in the 
‘Panama Canal Record,’’ the most recent details 
being in respect of the year ended June 30, 1936. 


The present article is based only on such particulars 
as are available from the publication mentioned 
above; fuller and more detailed information will be 
available in the ‘‘ Annual Report of the Governor of 
the Panama Canal for the Fiscal Year ended June 30, 
1936,’’ which will be published later in the year. 


Prior to the year ended June 80, 1935, the Panama 
Canal Authorities classed as commercial vessels all 








tolls-paying craft of 20 tons net or over, but com- 
mencing with that year tolls-paying craft were divided 
into the following two categories: (1) ‘‘ Ocean-going 
commercial vessels,’’ comprising vessels of 300 tons 
net or over, (2) ‘‘ Local commercial vessels,’’ compris: 
ing vessels of less than 300 tons net. For the fiscal years 
ended June 30, 1935, and June 30, 1936, the figures i2 
the tables and throughout this article relate 
‘* ocean-going commercial vessels,’’ since this is the 
only category in respect of which detailed figures are 
now published by the Canal authorities. For purposes 
of comparison, however, the latter have compiled 
certain retrospective figures of total traffic. Thus the 
total tonnage of ‘‘ ocean-going commercial vessels " 
(as defined above) transiting the Canal in the fiscal 
years ended June 80, 1932, 1933 and 1934, was 
23,613,370, 22,803,798 and 28,550,953 tons net 
(Panama Canal measurement), respectively, figures 
which, it will be seen, differ by less than a tenth of 
one per cent. from those recorded for “ commercial 
vessels ” on the old basis. If the actual number 
vessels be considered the differences are naturally 
much more marked, representing as they do decrease 
varying between 8 and 8 per cent. for the years cit 

above.

During the year ended June last the tonnage of 
United States’ vessels transiting the Canal decreased 
by 942,000 tons (8 per cent.) as compared with 
1934-35; this followed a decrease of 960,000 tons in 
the latter year compared with 1933-34. British ton- 
nage showed a substantial increase of 593,000 tons 
(9 per cent.), and was higher, both absolutely and as 
a proportion of the total, than in any year since 
1930-31. As in each of the six previous years, Norway 
held the third place as regards commercial traffic using 
the Canal, and the tonnage under this flag increased 
by 148,000 tons (6 per cent.) compared with the 


- previous year. The fourth position was again held by 


Japan, which in 1932-38 had replaced Germany; 
Japanese tonnage increased by 8 per cent. compared 
with a year earlier, having, in common with tonnage 
under the Norwegian flag, increased continuously each 
year since 1931-32. Germany retained the position of 
fifth largest user of the Canal, but her tonnage showed 
a decline of 73,000 tons (6 per cent.). Tonnage under 
the Danish flag increased by 129,000 tons (22 per 
cent.), Denmark thereby regaining the sixth position 
among users of the Canal, from which she was tem- 
porarily displaced by France in 1934-35. French ton- 
nage, though appreciably less than the record total for 
1934-35, remained higher than in any other year since 
1930-31. 


Noteworthy declines in the tonnage of vessels tran- 
siting the Canal in 1935-36 as compared with the 
previous year were shown in the case of Italian and 
Danzig vessels. Italian tonnage declined by 144,000 
tons, or about 80 per cent., to a figure lower than any 
recorded since 1924-25, due to the concentration of 
Italian shipping in East African waters consequent 
upon the Italo-Ethiopian conflict. The decline of 
tonnage under the Danzig flag (from 388,000 tons to 
20,000 tons) reduces transits under that flag to the 
lowest figure since Danzig vessels were first recorded 
separately in 1923-24. Although appreciable increases 
were recorded for Dutch and Swedish tonnage, the 
most striking increase was that shown for Panamanian 
vessels—from 204,000 tons to 655,000 tons. This 
increase is doubtless due largely to the fact that 
during 1935 foreign-owned vessels aggregating over 
150,000 tons net were transferred to the Panamanian 
flag with a view to their being run at lower costs. The 
increase in tonnage included under “‘ other nationali- 
ties ’’ is attributable mainly to an increase in Greek 
tonnage from 62,000 tons in 1934-35 to 220,000 tons 
in 1935-36. 
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Carco CARRIED THROUGH THE CANAL 


In the table below particulars are given for the 
years ended June 30, 1926, 1935 and 1936, of the 
national net registered tonnage of the vessels belong- 
ing to the principal countries using the Canal] and of 
the amount of cargo carried by such vessels, together 
with the number of tons of cargo carried per net regis- 
tered ton. The year ended June 30, 1926, is the 
earliest year for which such information has been 
published, 


It will be seen that in the latest year the average 
amount of cargo carried by all vessels transiting the 
Canal was somewhat higher than during the previous 
year, being, in fact, the highest so far recorded. An 
increase was shown for each of the nationalities speci- 
fied except British, and for all other countries in the 
aggregate. Compared with 1925-26 also, the co- 
efficient showed an increase except in the case of the 
British and German traffic. 


Norway, as in the five previous years, had the 
highest co-efficient, and was followed by Germany. 
Japan, whose co-efficient was the highest in 1929-30 
and second highest in each of the four following years 
occupied the third place both in 1934-35 and 1935-36. 
The co-efficient recorded for the United States showed 
a marked increase, being the highest since 1926-27.

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In each year from 1925-26 onward the British ¢. 
efficient was the smallest. 

Factors which may have led to the variation in the 
co-efficient may be changes in the proportion of vessels 
passing through the Canal in ballast or in the utiligg. 
tion of existing cargo space, or an increase or decreage 
in the proportion of passenger vessels, which carr 
relatively little cargo compared with their total ton. 
nage. The published statistics do not distinguish 
between vessels in ballast and those carrying cargo, 
nor is any summarised information available as to the 
extent to which vessels are loaded with cargo. Par. 
ticulars relating to each vessel passing through the 
Canal are, however, published monthly. 


Direction OF TRANSITS 


In each year for which statistics are available, i.e, 
since 1926, the number of commercial vessels passing 
through the Canal from Atlantic to Pacific was greater 
than the number transiting the Canal in the reverse 
direction. In the year ended June, 1936, 2,762 vessels 
aggregating 14:51 million tons net (Panama Canal 
measurement) and carrying 59,073 passengers passed 
through the Canal from Atlantic to Pacific, the corre. 
sponding figures for traffic in the opposite direction 
being 2,606 vessels, 13°52 million tons net, and 44,400 
passengers. The number of passengers has been 
ereater in the Atlantic-Pacific direction in each of the 
last few years.

ECONOMIC RECOVERY 


Until November, 1935, *writes H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner in New Zealand, a Coalition Government with a 
pronounced following in the rural districts had been in 
power continuously since September, 1931, when New 
Zealand had already begun to feel the full effect of the 
world economic depression. To-day, for the first time 
in the history of New Zealand, a Labour Government 
is in office. 


A country of the type of New Zealand is peculiarly 
affected, owing to its economic dependence upon the 
export of primary products, by fluctuations in world 
prices. Years of prosperity are normally followed by 
a lean period. The depression from which welcome 
evidence of recovery is now becoming apparent has 
been far the most serious in the history of the 
Dominion. New Zealand suddenly found herself faced 
with a violent fall in world prices for the export com- 
modities upon which she relies for her existence; and 
this fall was not accompanied by any proportionately 
corresponding reduction in the cost of producing these 
commodities. The agricultural, pastoral and dairying 
industries soon, therefore, found themselves in the 
position that their operations were being conducted at

aloss. This fact produced an inevitable reaction upon 
all forms of trade, both internal and external. In the 
logical sequence of events the Government found itself 
faced with heavy declines in State revenue calling for 
prompt and vigorous action if the country was to 
remain solvent. 


MEASURES TO RELIEVE THE SITUATION 


The farmer endeavoured to meet the position by 
increasing production and reducing costs. The total 
values of the export trade during these years of depres- 
sion (1929-33) indicate the result of falling prices 
combined with increased production, and the values of 
imports, set against them, reflected the decreased 
purchasing power of the country. 


The Government endeavoured to assist the farmer 
by lightening his burdens in the form of interest and 
taxation and afforded a substantial measure of relief 
by means of a series of legislative measures aimed at 
reducing the cost of mortgage interest and redemption. 
Land tax has been lowered, as well as rents and interest 
rates. Strict economy has been exercised in Govern- 
ment expenditure. Taxation has been increased and, 
from force of circumstancés, has fallen more heavily 
upon the classes not directly interested in agriculture. 
Almost as a last resort the exchange value of the New 
Zealand pound was lowered. 
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THe RECOVERY 


The turn of the tide seems to date from the beginning 
of the annual wool sales in November, 1933. Greatly 
improved prices, combined with a clearance of stocks 
carried over, gave the sheep farmers £N.Z.12°5 million 
for exports of their wool in 1934,-compared with only 
£N.Z.7-4 million the previous year. Exports of meat 
showed a gain of £N.Z.1-4 million in the same period. 
Butter, on the other hand, declined by £N.Z.16 
million, cheese remaining stationary. The net result 
was an increase for the year of £N.Z.63 million in the 
yalue of total exports of merchandise. 

During the latter part of 1934 the effect of this 
upward movement in the aggregate value of exports 
began to make itself felt. There was a feeling current 
that ‘‘ things were beginning to look up.’’ More 
money was available for spending and the signs of 
returning confidence permitted of some loosening of 
the purse strings which had been kept tightly tied 
since 1930. Imports from overseas reacted to this 
feeling and recorded an increase for the year of 
£N.Z.5°8 million. 

The 1934-85 wool sales did not reproduce the excep- 
tionally high prices of the previous season, and the 
value of wool exports in 1935 fell back to the level of 
1983. Meat exports, on the other hand, were valued 
at £N.Z.13 million as against £N.Z.11-3 million in 1934, 
The 1935 exports of frozen lamb gave the sheep farmer 
an increase of £N.Z.1:2 million in part recompense for 
lower returns from wool. The dairy farmer benefited 
by an increase of £N.2Z.3°6 million in the value of 
butter exports. Merchants in general report much 
more active trading conditions, particularly in the last 
half of 1935. Imports for the whole of that year 
totalled £N.Z.86°3 million, a gain of £N.Z.5 million 
over the previous year’s total. 

Further evidence of recovery was provided by very 
high bank debits just before Christmas and by a sub- 
stantial increase in note circulation during December, 
1985. Collections of sale tax broke all previous 
records in that month and in January, 1936. The 
total value of building permits issued in the larger 
towns was £N.Z.4:45 million in 1935, compared with 
£N.Z.3°53 million in 1984. The total value of New 
Zealand factory products in the 1934-35 production 
year was 10°5 per cent. higher than in the previous 
year. There were increases in 1935 over 1934 of 23:1 
per cent. in the value of registrations of land transfers 
and of 45:5 per cent. in mortgage registrations. The 
average total of unemployed males in 1935 was 
teduced to 88,572, as against 39,480 in 1934 and 47,221 
in 1933. Bankruptcies dealt with by Official Assignees 
were lower in 1935 than in any year since 1920. 


PromIsInGc OvuTLooK 


In these circumstances 1935 closed in an atmosphere 
of optimism, though, naturally, some uncertainty pre- 
vailed as to the exact nature of the measures likely 
to be submitted to Parliament by the new Administra- 
tion to give effect to the policy it had announced 
hefore the November elections. In the New Year 
firm prices on a higher level for wool, and satisfactory 
teturns for butter and cheese provided ground for 
further improvement. Exceptional weather conditions 
in the early summer months provided a greater quan- 
tity of feed in the pastures than had been experienced 
for years, and farmers in consequence held back their 
cattle and lambs from the freezing works. At the end 
of January and in February heavy storms did con- 
siderable damage to both fruit and corn crops. 

For the future the prospects appear promising. The 
Prosperity of New Zealand is closely dependent upon 
Prosperity in the United Kingdom, and the recovery 
of the latter has already begun to make its effect felt 
in New Zealand. The Dominion has emerged from the 
worst of the depression. ‘Traces of it remain in the 
form of higher taxation and certain classes, e.g. the 
farm workers, feel that the sacrifices which they have 
made call for alleviation. The secondary industries, 
Protected both by the tariff and by the exchange, have

made advances in numbers as well as in the variety 


of goods produced. 

The Dominion enjoys a standard of living already 
high in comparison with that in European States, in 
spite of the fact that, as a former Governor-General 
recently pointed out, ‘‘ New Zealand, a country of 
approximately the same area as the United Kingdom, 
with a combination of climate, soil and natural 
resources unsurpassed in any country in the world, 
has a meagre population of a million and a half, but 
a national equipment in the form of railways, coastal ° 
shipping, electric supply and other public services at 
least five times as large in proportion to population, 
with resultant per caput overhead costs which con- 
stitute a heavy burden upon trade and industry and 
indirectly augment and perpetuate unemployment.”’ 
Any attempt to raise further the standard of living 
must be governed by these considerations, 


IMPORTANCE OF AGRICULTURAL AND PASTORAL INDUSTRIES 


A ready guide to the importance of agriculture in the 
economic fabric of New Zealand is provided by a glance 
at the main items in the export trade of the Dominion. 
The total exports of New Zealand produce in 1935 were 
valued at £N.Z.46 million and included butter, 
£N.Z.13°6 million; cheese, £N.Z.4:4 million; meat, 
£N.Z.13-0 million; wool, £N.Z.7-1 million. These four 
items therefore accounted for £N.Z.38:1 million, or 
nearly 83 per cent. of the exports of New Zealand 
produce in 1935. The only other single item exceeding 
one million pounds in value was gold at £N.Z.1-4 
million. The balance is made up very largely of other 
products or by-products of the land, e.g., hides and 
skins, pelts, sausage casings, tallow, seeds, timber, 
and fruit.

It should be noted that the figures given above are 
all in New Zealand currency. In previous years the 
New Zealand returns showed exports in New Zealand 
currency, imports from Australia in Australian cur- 
rency, and all other imports in sterling. Values of 
imports are computed on the basis of the current 
domestic value in the country of export at the time of 
exportation, plus 10 per cent. to cover cost of freight, 
insurance, etc. 

The table shows the decline in value of New Zealand 
exports during the years of depression and the recovery 
which has taken place since 1934. In comparing the 
annual totals it is necessary, however, to remember the 
depreciation of the New Zealand pound in January, 
1933. The import totals for 1934 and 1935 reflect a 
recovery induced by increasing purchasing power and 
returning confidence in the future. 

The surplus of £N.Z.10°3 million in 1935 is not 
excessive in view of the cost of servicing national debt 
in the United Kingdom, namely £7-2 million sterling, 
less certain deductions, plus certain additions on 
account of local body loans, say £10 million sterling 
in all. There are also payments to be made to the 
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United Kingdom on account of steamship freights. 
These facts lead to the consideration that New Zealand 
bought from abroad in 1935 at least as freely as her 
visible trade balance justified. In point of fact a period 
of liberal spending followed a longer period of economy 
enforced in the commencement by the drastic fall in 
the returns from export trade, The traditional confi- 
dence in the future of the Dominion has revived.

DEPENDENCE UPON THE UNITED Ktncpom 


The outstanding feature of the table is the depend- 
ence of New Zealand upon the United Kingdom as a 
market for her produce, by the sale of which credits 
are established to finance the Dominion’s purchases in 
other markets. These credits amounted in 1935 to 
£N.Z.20°4 million but are subject to a charge for the 
service of public debt. New Zealand’s balance of trade 
with the rest of the Empire in that year was adverse 
to the extent of £N.Z.5°7 million; her trade with 
foreign territories showed an adverse balance of 
£N.Z.4-4 million. Moreover, the purchases which New 
Zealand made in 1935 in markets outside the United 
Kingdom and which were financed largely by means 
of her exports to the United Kingdom include numerous 
articles which the United Kingdom is quite capable of 
supplying, and it is clear that the newer industrial 
countries are supplying New Zealand with quantities 
of manufactured goods in competition with the United 
Kingdom, but are not accepting equivalent quantities 
of New Zealand products in payment. 


IMPORTS FROM AUSTRALIA AND JAPAN 


The increase of imports into New Zealand from both 
Australia and Japan is a subject of serious concern to 
United Kingdom manufacturers. The development of 
secondary industries in Australia has led manufacturers 
there to look to New Zealand for an export market. 
Many of the manufactured products shipped to New 
Zealand from Australia compete directly with goods 
produced for export in the United Kingdom. The 
depreciation of the currency of Australia 25 per cent. 
below the parity of sterling gives the Commonwealth 
manufacturer a definite advantage over the United 
Kingdom which is reinforced by geographical position. 

From Japan goods arrive in New Zealand at prices 
which are well below those possible for United Kingdom 
manufacturers to quote for similar articles. Trade is 
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in consequence being transferred from the United 
Kingdom to Japan, particularly in cotton and rayon 
piece-goods. Moreover, certain Japanese finished 
goods, articles of clothing for instance, are underselling 
the products of New Zealand factories. The cheapness 
of labour costs in Japan and the depreciation of the 
exchange value of the yen are assumed to be the factors 
responsible for Japanese prices. The goods are earried 
in Japanese steamers, which are now trading direet 
to New Zealand. The volume of goods arriving ig far 
in excess of that which would be available from the 
expenditure of equivalent funds in the United Kingdom, 
Trade in Japanese goods does not in practice suit retail 
conditions in New Zealand since the reduced returns 
from their sale do not give the same margin above 
overhead costs which results from handling goods from 
the United Kingdom. 

However, the United Kingdom supplies more than 
half in value of New Zealand’s total imports, 51-08 per 
cent. in 1935. She also takes more than 80 per cent. 
in value of the Dominion’s total exports, but a portion 
of these are subsequently re-exported, principally to 
countries in Northern Europe. 


THe Market For QuaLity Goops 


Enquiries made early in 1936 elicited information 
to the effect that a demand for goods of higher quality 
is being encountered over a wide range of commodities. 
Though New Zealand has long been a market in which 
buying is keenly competitive—and the high reputation 
for meeting their obligations which importers in the 
Dominion have established facilitates the transaction 
of business on fine margins—price regardless of quality 
is not normally a controlling factor. The years of 
depression did, however, compel consumers to look for 
cheaper goods than those to which they had formerly 
been accustomed. Moreover, as the result of the 
depreciation of the exchange, manufacturers were in 
many cases asked to supply a lower grade of article in 
order to prevent retail prices rising too rapidly in New 
Zealand currency. A reaction in favour of quality is 
now apparent. 

Owing to the expansion of secondary industries there 
is also an increasing tendency to import articles which 
will be made up or finished in New Zealand. Enquiries 
are received for certain parts of mechanical appliances, 
which are incorporated in the finished product of local 
workshops. A number of agents now concentrate 
their attention upon such requirements since orders of 
a substantial volume are thereby obtainable.

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In each of the countries specified in the foregoing 
table coal production was greater in July than in the 
previous month and, with the exception of Poland, 
also greater than in July, 1935. The increased produc- 
tion, as compared with June, was partly due to the 
longer working month, while in France and Belgium 
there was a general resumption of work at the mines 
at the beginning of July after a stoppage in June.

On a daily basis coal output in Germany and Poland 
in July was slightly less than in the previous month, 
while in France an increase of about 94 per cent. was 
recorded; in the United States daily output of 
bituminous coal increased by 94% per cent., but 
that of anthracite declined by about 7 per cent. Com- 
pared with a year earlier, increases in daily pro- 
duction were shown for all the above-mentioned coun- 
tries except Poland, where a decline of 2 per cent. 
was recorded; in France and Germany the increases 
amounted to 8 and 114 per cent., respectively, while 
in the United States daily production of bituminous 
coal increased by over 40 per cent. and that of anthra- 
cite by 84 per cent. 

Stocks of coal at the pithead in Belgium, Germany 
and Poland, at the end of March, June and July, 1936,

Stocks of coal in Belgium and Poland were about 
4and 14 per cent., respectively, lower at the end of 
July than a month earlier, but in Germany stocks 
creased in all the districts shown, the aggregate 
INcrease being over 4 per cent. Compared with July, 
1935, stocks were substantially smaller in all the areas 
specified except Western Upper Silesia, for which an 
crease of 2 per cent. was recorded; the most impor- 
tant declines occurred in Belgium (40 per cent.), 
Poland (29 per cent.) and the Ruhr (22 per cent.).

Owing to the settlement of the labour disputes in the 
iron and steel industry in Belgium at the end of June, 
there was a marked increase in the production of both 
pig iron and crude steel in July; the output in that 
month was, however, somewhat less than in earlier 
months of this year. 


Increases were also shown in comparison with June 
in the daily production of pig iron in each of the other 
countries specified except the United States, for which 
a small decline was recorded, and the United Kingdom, 
for which the figure remained the same as in June, the 
highest recorded since March, 1930. Belgium was the 
only country of those shown in which the daily output 
was lower in July than in the same month of last year; 
the increases for the United States, the United King- 
dom and Germany were substantial. The percentage

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The hurricane along the Atlantic coast has had some 
adverse influence on business; property damage has been 
substantial. There was a moderate decline in business 
activity in the preceding week, the result of holiday inter- 
ruption, but both wholesale and retail trade were well main- 
tained. Sales of 26 store chains in August were 14-8 per 
cent. above those of a year ago and for the first eight 
months 13-5 per cent. above the corresponding period of 
1935. In the heavy industries there was a continued good 
showing especially in steel, where there are large backlog 
orders at the steel mills. Several mills cannot deliver until 
late October. 


The first six railroads reporting for August show an in- 
crease of 46 per cent, in the net operating income, as com- 
pared with a year ago. Railway freight loadings for the 
holiday week ended September 12 were 699,859 cars, or 64,821 
below the preceding week but 73 above a year ago and 52,374 
above two years ago. 


Production of electricity in the same week was below the 
Preceding week but 11 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Construction contracts awarded in 37 States in August 
Were slightly below the previous month but 63 per cent. 
above August, 1935. Residential construction was 41 per 
cent, above July and 24 times more than a year ago.

Automobile retail financing in July was 9-6 per cent. below 
June but 47-6 per cent. above July last year and 76:8 per 
cent. above July, 1934.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of Proclamation No. 208 of 1936, 
published in the Union Government ‘‘Gazette’’ of 
August 21, which provides for the rebate of the whole of the 
Customs duty on the undermentioned goods when imported 
or taken out of bond by a manufacturer for use in the 
building and equipment of motor vans provided for in Item 
130 (d) of the Customs Tariff :— 


Upholstery and tent or top materials (including cellulose 
finished leather but not other leathers) in the piece or 
roll not cut to shape; celluloid in sheets, not 
fashioned, cellulose paints, thinners, pastes, primers, 
baking enamel and varnishes; in bulk.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received from the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bogota a translation of Law 
No. 94 of April 4, 1936, brief particulars of which were 
published in the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of September 10 (page 380) on the 
basis of a telegraphic report. The Law, the enforcement of 
which was left to the decision of the Executive, took effect 
on October 1, in accordance with the provisions of Decree 
No. 1,797. It is designed to assist certain national services 
and industries such as medical services, the palm oil trade, 
and cotton industry, and its provisions cover a wide field. 
The tariff modifications, which are incorporated in the Law, 
are for the most part intended to assist the main object of 
the Law and include reduced import duties for a number 
of pharmaceutical and medicinal goods, and for glass con- 
tainers and stoppers for bottling such goods, printed books 
and scented and medicated soaps. Increased duties are fixed 
for certain articles of baked clay, copra and raw cotton and 
cotton yarns. 

The import of common soap, of a kind which can be made 
in Colombia from national raw materials, is prohibited, and 
Tariff headings (Nos. 761 and 762) at present covering these 
goods, are annulled. 

The wording of the Law, particularly as far as concerns 
the Tariff modifications, is in many respects far from clear. 
The Minister of Finance in his report to Congress for 1936 
states that the application of the Law is by its wording 
rendered very difficult, if not impossible.

FRANCE 
EXPORT OF CERTAIN SECOND-HAND LOOMS 
RESTRICTED 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of September 23 contains 
a Law, dated September 18 and effective on publication, 
which prohibits the export and re-export (after warehousing) 
from France of second-hand looms for net (tulle), lace or 
guipure, including trimming looms for one or more threads, 
Exceptions to this prohibition may, however, be made under 
conditions to be fixed by the Minister of Commerce. 


TEMPORARY ADMISSION OF 
MINERAL OILS 


The French “ Journal Officiel’’ of September 25 contains 
a Decree, dated September 19, which extends the ‘‘ tem- 
porary admission ” system (under which goods may be tem- 
porarily imported into France duty-free for working-up and 
subsequent re-export) to apply to “‘ other ’’ heavy mineral 
oils (ex Tariff No. 198) for use in the manufacture of insecti- 
cides or anticryptogamic products intended for export.

GREECE 


IMPORTATION OF LITERATURE FOR TOURIST 
PROPAGANDA 


Tourist literature from the United Kingdom is admitted 
into Greece free of Customs duty, but the Greek Minister in 
London has informed H.M. Government that lack of clear 
indication of the nature of the goods causes considerable 
delay and difficulty at the Greek Customs Offices. Customs 
declarations accompanying the parcels should therefore con- 
tain a clear statement that-the contents are tourist litera- 
ture entitled to import free of duty. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notices under the above heading i 
the “B.T.J.” of October 3, 1935 (pages 482-3), April 2, 
1936 (page 504), and May 28, 1936 (page 800), the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens reports that 
he has been informed that the application of the Decision 
which permitted the entry into Greece during the half year 
ended June 30, 1936, without condition of exchange, of 
certain goods included in List B and originating from 
countries with which Greece has no exchange agreement to 
total c.i.f. value of 2,500,000 drachmez, has been extended 
up to December 31, 1936, and for goods to a similar cif. 
value of 2,500,000 drachme. 


EXPORT OF OLIVE OIL 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports that an Order prohibiting the export of olive oil from 
Greece was signed on September 21, 1936. If, however, 1 
vestigation reveals stocks in excess of internal requirements 
permits may be given to exporters who have undertaken 
obligations. 
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HUNGARY 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN

geretary to H.M, Legation at Budapest reports that he has

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN

LITHUANIA 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Consul at Kovno has forwarded translation of a Law 
(No. 3,792), dated August 14, 1936, effective from that date, 
imposing a control, by licence, on exports from Lithuania of 
the following goods : — 

(1) Timber, worked and unworked. 
(2) Corn. 
(3) Flax seed, seeds and pulse. 


Permits for the export of such goods will be granted by 
the Minister of Finance and such permits and applications 
for same will not be subject to stamp duty. 


NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON ENAMELLED 
WROUGHT IRON BATHS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague 
teports that, by virtue of Royal Decree No. 10 of Septem- 
ber 18, 1936, the importation into the Netherlands of 
namelled wrought iron baths, during the period September 
1, 1936, to November 30, 1936, is restricted to 100 per cent. 
of the average quantity imported during three months of 

basis years 1934 and 1935. 


Certificates of Origin are required for all consignments of 
the above article. 


Goods which are wholly or partially exempt from import 
duty or statistical duty under one or more clauses of the 
‘xisting acts are exempt from the above restriction. 


PARAGUAY 


INCREASED INTERNAL TAXES ON CERTAIN 
COMMODITIES 


_H.M. Representative at Asuncion has reported that the 
internal taxes levied in Paraguay on the production and con- 
sumption of certain commodities have recently been in- 
‘teased. Imported articles which are subject to these taxes 
Include perfumery and toilet articles; tobacco, cigars and 


“igarettes; beers, alcohols and spirituous liquors, liqueurs 





and alcoholic drinks in general; tea, sugar, biscuits, sweets, 
ete.; automatic lighters and playing cards.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


QUOTA RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS OF 
SYRUPS AND SUGAR MIXTURES 


The Board of Trade have received information that the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration has imposed quota 
restrictions on the importation of syrups and sugar mix- 
tures, other than products for use as livestock feed or 
distillation, which compete with ordinary sugar. 

The quota allotted to Great Britain for the calendar year 
1936 is 16,368 gallons, of 72 per cent. total sugar content. 


URUGUAY 


INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES ON LEAD 
CAPSULES FOR BOTTLES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Resolution, 
issued by the Uruguayan Government on June 24, and pub- 
lished in the Diario Oficial, dated July 4, which provides 
for the elimination of lead capsules for bottles from the 
‘“‘Primary Materials’’ section of the Uruguayan Customs 
tariff, on the grounds that they are now manufactured in 
Uruguay in quantities sufficient to meet the requirements 
of the internal market. 

In accordance with Article 40 of the Law of August 6, 
1981, the general duty of 48 per cent., plus surtaxes, will 
now be applicable to these goods on importation into 
Uruguay. 

The Resolution, which comes into force two months after 
publication, also fixes the prices at which the capsules manu- 
factured in Uruguay may be offered for sale.

YUGOSLAVIA 


REGULATIONS REGARDING WIRELESS 
RECEIVING APPARATUS 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade reports that in accord- 
ance with an Order issued by the Yugoslav Minister of 
Posts, Telegraphs and Telephones on August 13, 1936, 
licences shall not be required in respect of wireless receiving 
apparatus installed on foreign vessels, in motor cars and 
other means of transport in Yugoslav territory, or in transit 
over such territory, provided such vessels or vehicles do 
not remain therein for a period exceeding ninety days. 


Licences shall similarly not be required in respect of 
wireless receiving apparatus temporarily imported into 
Yugoslavia by foreign tourists as passengers’ luggage, pro- 
vided that the said apparatus is free of payment of Customs 
duty as pertaining to tourists. 

Particulars of such apparatus (make, type, number of 
valves, and wave-length) must be entered by the frontier 
authorities in the passport of the tourist for the information 
of the postal, telegraph and telephone authorities,

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Proposed Tariff Changes 


VENEZUELA 
PROPOSED NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Representative at Caracas reports that a new 
Customs Tariff has been submitted to the Venezuelan Con- 
gress. No details are as yet available, but it is understood 
that the level of duties is, in general, higher than that of the 
existing tariff. 

The arrangement and classification of the Tariff has been 
improved and the general surtaxes, amounting to 56-55 per 
cent. of the Customs duty proper, are to be abolished as 
separate taxes and incorporated in the Customs duty.

Exhibitions and Fairs 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1937 


TEXTILES SECTION 


Bookings for the Textiles Section of the British 
Industries Fair, which will be held in London from 
February 15 to 26, are now nearly completed; over 
85 per cent. of the large area set aside for textiles 
in the new Earl’s Court section of the British Indus- 
tries Fair has already been allotted, and many of the 
largest textile concerns in the United Kingdom are 
taking part. 


All sections of the trade will be represented, and 
there is every indication that the United Kingdom 
textiles industry, whose gross annual output is valued 
at over £400 millions, and which occupies over a 
million workpeople, will have a Coronation year 
display worthy of its great traditions. 


Goop Export Prospects 


Better trade conditions in most countries are stimu- 
lating textile exports. Figures for the first eight 
months of the year are well ahead of the correspond- 
ing figures last year in nearly all sections. A large 
attendance of oversea buyers is, therefore, expected. 


LARGE LANCASHIRE CONTRIBUTION 


The section devoted to Lancashire dress materials 
of cotton and rayon will be much larger than usual. 
Oversea interest in Lancashire fashion goods is 
rapidly growing, largely due to the skill with which 
Lancashire firms have produced yarns and cloths of 
the new staple fibre, or spun rayon, and it is signifi- 
cant that the 1936 exports of rayon piece-goods to 


date (January to August inclusive) are 62 per cent. | 


higher than a year ago. Remarkable progress will, 
however, be seen in cotton goods, most of which are 
now refreshingly modern in style. A notable example 
will be an entirely new type of bedcover which is being 
made by the largest firm in the trade, in coloured 
woven patterns. The number in each design is 
limited to 200, there are four colour schemes in each 
design, and each colour scheme is specially con- 
structed to harmonise with a dominant colour in the 
bedroom. 


YorkKsuHireE, Scottish AND OTHER DispLays 


Yorkshire cloths to be shown will range from clear 
finished worsteds to soft handling woollens and 
fashionable tweeds, somewhat brighter colours being 
expected, especially in sports wear. Scotland will 
provide not only a wide variety of cloths, but also 
knitwear and sports garments, scarves and a distinctly 
new pattern of high-grade travelling rugs. 


In shirtings somewhat heavier shades of toned 
stripes are forecast by one exhibitor, and a new check 
range will be shown. Elastic bottoms for undervests, 
high-buttoning ‘‘ Cossack ’’ style pyjamas, and semi- 
stiff collars attached to the shirt will be prominent. 
Woollen sports slipovers are being greatly developed 
both in white and bright colourings; while a notable 
newcomer will be the Canadian type of sweat shirt, 
made in all cotton or all wool, with a fleecy lining. 
It is warm but not waterproofed. 


Fabrics from all the textile centres in the United 
Kingdom will be shown, also important accessories 
such as down quilts, cushions and bedspreads. Period 
designs are generally expected to replace geometrics, 
though in fabrics of heavy and complex texture many 
beautiful modern motifs will be seen. The colours 
used for cotton and linen block prints are often

The above British Standard Specification, first issued in 
1930, has recently been revised. Two important changes 
have been made in the specified requirements. The first is 
that the elongation under test load for the ‘‘ Special ’’ quality 
has been increased, and the second is that all testing and 
examination is now specified to be carried out at a public test 
house liceused by the Board of Trade (commonly known as 
Lloyds Proving House). 


_ The inclusion of these new provisions (which are concurred 
in by the trade) should be of material benefit to the user by 
ensuring that the ‘‘ Special ’’ quality is made from “‘ special ”’ 
iron, and the additional safeguard that the chain is certified 
as in compliance with the specified tests by an independent 
authority. 

In other respects the specification remains unaltered, its 
scope is still limited to 14 in. as the maximum size, and where 
larger sizes, are required the weight per fathom, test load 
and elongation under test load are to be the subject of mutual 
agreement between manufacturer and purchaser. 


The recommendation in the previous edition that the safe 
working load should not excede one-half the specified proof 
oad remains unaltered, as also the proviso that where condi- 
tions of use are exceptionally hazardous or severe the per- 
missible working load should be less than one-half the specified 
proof load.

Papers for Electrical Purposes. 


The range of B.S. Specification for electrical insulating 
materials has now been extended by the publication of a 
specification for Papers (Unvarnished) for Electrical Pur- 
poses. An enormous variety of papers is utilised in the 
insulation of electrical machinery and apparatus; papers made 
from a given raw material may have widely different proper- 
ties, depending on the treatment in manufacture. There is 
also considerable variation in the technique of the processes in 
which papers are employed. It has only been possible there- 
fore to indicate in the specification broad classifications and 
typical thicknesses ; and the limits included in the specifica- 
tion apply only to the thicknesses of paper which are given 
in the tables. These limits have been adopted as the result 
of a large amount of experimental work by the British 
electrical and Allied Industries Research Association. 


The Specification is intended to be used as a guide for 
purchasing purposes and is not intended to convey recom- 
mendations respecting processes. Individual users who require 
other thicknesses and degrees of porosity or other special 
properties will be able to insert their own limits, making use 
of the methods of test described in the specification. 


The properties of insulating papers required by electrical 
manufacturers vary widely, depending on the process adopted 
and the final result desired. It is, therefore, impracticable 
at the present stage of the electrical industry to specify 
definitely the limiting values for certain properties appropriate 
for different uses. Maximum and minimum values given in 
the specification for certain properties indicate the range of 
papers readily producible, and it is left to the purchaser to 
select limits within this range appropriate to his require- 
ments. The properties given in the specification refer to 
machine finished papers only, except in the case of condenser 
tissue, which is a super-calendered paper. 


Maximum and minimum values are given for the following 
properties :—Tensile strength, tearing strength, oil absorption, 
air permeability, acidity, or alkalinity. 


Definite limiting values are given for the following 
properties :—Thickness, electric strength, ageing . (bursting 
strength), mineral ash, freedom from conducting paths. 


The substance of paper has been left for settlement between 
the user and the paper-maker, with a limiting tolerance on 
the agreed value.

Rubber Gloves for Electrical Purposes. 


At the joint request of the British Electrical and Allied 
Industries Research Association and the Research Association 
of British Rubber Manufacturers, a Committee was set up by 
the British Standards Institution some time ago to draw up 
a specification for Rubber Gloves for Electrical Purposes. 
This specification has just been published as No. 697-1936, 
and while it has been designed to meet the demand for a 
standard of performance for rubber gloves, it is not intended 
to imply that rubber gloves should afford the sole means of 
protection for work on electrical circuits. 


The Foreword to the specification emphasises that, wherever 
possible, other precautions should be taken against shock and 
short-circuit risk, and in this connection attention is drawn 
to the fact that in places to which the Home Office Regula- 
tions apply it may be illegal in certain cases for work to be 
done on hive conductors or apparatus at pressures in excess 
of medium pressure, i.e., 650 volts, as for instance in switch 
boards under Home Office Regulation 18(d), which implies 
that work may be carried out only on sections that have been 
made dead and suitably screened from adjacent live con- 
ductors. 


The gloves referred to in the specification are intended for 
electrical purposes in circumstances involving the possibility 
of direct contact with equipment of which the voltage does 
not exceed 3,300 volts to earth. 


The gloves may be made by a dipping process or may be 
built up from sheet rubber or may be moulded. Physical, 
mechanical and electrical tests are prescribed, together with 
instructions regarding the selection of samples for test. 
Recommendations are also made regarding the dimensions of 
the gloves with a view to securing the maximum comfort and 
convenience consistent with safety. Maintenance of rubber 
gloves is an important point, and recommendations on this 
subject are embodied in an Appendix.
